I, Thomas W. Ryan, declare as follows: 



1. I am the attorney of record for the applicant-assignee, Ecowater Systems, Inc., 
which is the owner of record of Application Serial No 10/757,647, filed January 13, 2004, for 
CONTROLLER FOR SALT DOSAGE FOR A WATER SOFTENER AND A METHOD OF
